A n over coat and saddle 
wer e stolen fr om the postoffice at 
Keokuck, and Aver y was ar r ested 
with^them in his possession. 
A t the tr ial Aver y stated that he 
had bought the coat and saddle 
fr om a hor .«e tr ader , whom he had 
never seen befor e and did not know. 
Possession of stolen pr oper ty with­ 
out clear ly showing whom it was 
secur ed fr om, and that, too, inno­ 
cently, always r esults in a convic­ 
tion of the holder , and Aver y was 
adjudged guilty and sentenced to 
thr ee year s in pr ison.

This they refused and left town, 
turning the matter ov er to Mr. 
Yeater for final settlement. 
The Electric Railway Comp any, 
in order to accommodate the heal­ 
ing comp anv with steam last season, 
was comp elled to go to an extra ex­ 
p ense of 
$ 2, 700 for a new boiler, 
which was p ut in last Octol)cr. Add 
to this sev eral hundred tons of extra 
coal and you hav e a sum totai of 
more than $4.o« .o which is all due 
and unp aid, and will hav e to be 
finally liquiilaled by the bondhold­ 
ers of the railway comp any. 
After waiting all summer to come 
to an iinderstamiiug, Mr. \ eater is 
now v ery solicitous about the steam 
heat consumers and is trying to cre­ 
ate the imp ression that we are arbi­ 
trary and uiijiist, becau.se we are 
asking him a reasonable p iofit for 
furnishing steam. 
Mr. Yeater wants to know why 
we do not want to arbitrate. 
The 
facts are simp ly these: 
We con­ 
sented to arbitrate with IMr. Van 
Rip er last winter out of considera­ 
tion for the steam heat consumers, 
who would hav e been p ut to a great 
inconv enience had their steam heat 
been .shut off on the first day of 
.\rarch: but this was a ca^^e where 
arbitration did not arbitrate 
Mr. 
Van Ri])cr hav ing failed to iKiy us 
the amount the arbitrator settled 
up on. 
The matter is now in court 
for 
fin a l 
a >b itra tio /i- 
2v lr. \\ . 
H. Bryan, of St. Lotus, an acknowl- 
edged'exp erl in steam matters, arbi­ 
trated the matter between Mr. \ an 
Rip er and myself, 
in his rep ort he 
allowed us about 47 p er cent ot the 
gross receip ts, but allotv ed us n o th ­ 
in g for exh a u st stea m. 
In his letter 
accomp anying his rep ort, Mr. Bryan 
says: 
“ The p roblem is not one 
cap able oi exa ct so iu tio n , 
and the re­ 
sult can be only 
a p p ro xima te. 
It 
matter« not how cap able tlie exp ert 
may V>e—the best be could do would 
>e 
to 
'"a p p ro xima te 
'—esp ecially 
when steam is used for the trip le 
p urp ose ot lighting, railway and 
steam heating—all coming from the 
same boilers.

D e m oc r at with 
reference to a controv ersy between 
the Steam Heating Comp any and 
the Sedalia Electric and Railway 
Comp any, I deem it but just and 
p rop er, and take this method of 
p lacing before 5'ou a few facts with 
reference to this controv ersy that 
hav e not heretofore been p ublished. 
Some time during the year of 
18 9 9 Mr. J. C. Van Rip er organized 
what was known as the Sedalia 
Electric and Heating Comp any. 
The material, heating p ip es and 
connections were mostly furnished 
by the American District Steam 
Comp any, of Lockp ort, New \ ork. 
Taking the St. Josep h Steam Heat­ 
ing p lant as a basis, the total v alue 
of material furnished by the Eock- 
p ort p eop le would aggregate about 
$20 000. 
Of course this amount 
does not include the cost of digging 
the trenches and p utting the p ip es 
into the ground, which, according 
to Mr. Van Rip er’s 
statement, 
amounted to about 
$6, 000. 
Mr. 
Van Rip er’s comp any immediately 
bonded the p lant for 
$100, 000, giv ­ 
ing the Lockp oit p eop le $64, 000 ot 
this amount for their p art of the 
deal. 
It was afterwards found that 
these bonds could not be sold; for 
could they hav e been unloaded on 
some innocent p urchaser in the 
east, today there would be no con­ 
trov ersy between the Lockp ort p eo­ 
p le and the Electric Railway Com­ 
p any. 
There simp ly would hav e 
been another receiv er ap p ointed to 
take charge of a p iece of p rop erty

p rop osition and one that woiiKi p a\ 
at least 6 p er cent intereist on their 
inv estment. 
In this letter we asked 
the Lockp ort p eop le to p lease rep ly 
as p romp tly as p ossible, for if we 
made a contract it would be both 
comp uLsory and necessary up on oiir 
p art to buy a new steam heater (an 
ap p aratus through which the water 
p asses and is heated before it goes 
into the boilers) at a cost of $7b.y 
Tliis alone would take all our p rof­ 
its for one season on a basis ol^ 65 
p er cent and 35 p er cent. 
Ehe 
Lockp ort p eop le nev er rep lied to 
this letter, and during that iiiterial 
Mr. Yeater often met me on the 
street and wanted to know if I had 
heard from “ his p eop le,’’ and said 
that “thev were acting v ery strange 
in not rep lying to our p rop osition.” 
After fiv e weeks had p assed away 
two gentlemen (Bishop Bros.) rep 
resenting the Lockp ort p eop le, ai- 
riv ed in Sedalia for the p urp ose ot 
making a contract. 
They were 
loud ill their claims that our ex­ 
haust steam was all that was need­ 
ed, and tried hard to conv ince us o 
this statement, but when we offered 
to sell them all of our exhaust 
steam at $150 p er month they 
drop p ed this p art of the arguriienl 
like a hot p otato. 
We took these 
crentlemen up to our p lant, p ointed 
Snt to them the inconv enience and 
annoyance that their p lant had been 
to iis last winter—that the back

p ressure caused by the exhaust 
steam being forced into their steam 
mains, instead of 
g o i n g into the air, 
had nearly wrecked two of our en- 
Tines and co.st us considerable mon­ 
ey to keep them in rep air. 
We 
also conv inced these gentlemen that 
it required ftoni sev enteen to twen- 
tv p ounds of p ressure on their 
mains at the p ower house to p ro­ 
duce the required p ressure on the 
radiators in town, and that ev en 
when the thermometer was in the 
neighborhood ef zero it would take 
from ten to twenty tons of coal ex­ 
tra p er day to p roduce the necessary 
amount of steam. 
They marv eled 
at this and said that there was ev i­ 
dently something wrong with their 
p lant and that they would send a 
steam exp ert to Sedalia to examine 
the alleg ed defects, but wanted us 
to p ay o ne-half the ex pense for six 


yir. Veater's comp any would hav e 
ev erything to gain and nothing to 
lose bv arbitration. 
Whatev er p er 
cent of the rec. ip ts they would re­ 
ceiv e is clear gain to them. 
1 heir 
p lant is already here and it would 
not dep reciate their p lant one iota 
to hav e its inains in op eration. 
On 
the other liand their rep resentativ e 
told us that it would be more 111- 
iurions to their p ’ant to hav e it be 
idle than to hav e it in op eration. 
\Ve take all chances, p ay mr all 
labor, water, coal, etc.. atid should 
the coming winter hap p en to be a 
sev ere one, thcie is a great douiit 
in our mind whether this comp any 
would make a p enny on a 63 p er 
cent and 35 p er cent basts. 
So far, 
at this writing, the Lockp ort p eop le 
are out nothing. 
They got their 
entire p lant back at sheriff s sale 
with tlie co^t of digging the trencn- 
es and other mattrial tnimshed by 
outside p arlies to the anioimt ot 
nearly $6,000. I f the steam heating 
p lant' is a good thing 
this has 
certainly enhanced the v alue of their 
p rop erty at least 20 p ercent.

the sale was made they cut out all 
Other creditors; aiuoiig them the 
Electric Railway Comp any to the 
amount of 
dioging the trenches some $600 or 
' 10 and sev eral other p arlies lost 
by the transaction; but the Lock­ 
p ort p eop le lost nothing. 
Iwery 
other loss was their gain. 
As Mr. Yeater says, they are a 
v ery wealthy concern and as they 
are'abundantlv able to p ut 111 their 
own boilers, p ray why did they not 
do it in Sedalia as they hav e done 
ill sev eral other cities. 
J. hey cer 
tainly hav e had all summer to do it 
and their cry for lack of time now 
is as insincere as it is unwarranted. 
In conclusion, we wi.sh to say to 
the steam heat con.sumers that we 
hav e made Mr. Yeater, and his p eo­ 
p le that he rep resents, the following 
p rop ositions and they are at liberty 


to accep t any one of them now or 
at any time tiefore October 15th. 
/.» ^/_The first p rop osition is the 
one we made them in a letter dated 
.\ngiist 5U1 which is as follows; 
“ The Sedali:i Electric and Railway 
Comp any v .il. furnish steam for 
mains the coining season on a basts 
of 65 p er cent and 35 p er cent, the 
Railway Comp any to receiv e 65 p er 
cent and you to rec* iv e 35 p er cent 
of the grosS receip ts. 
The Sedalia 
Ekctric and Railway Comp any wtll 
agree to mak • all contracts, collect 
all bills and make settlement at the ^ 
end of ev erv thirty or sixty days as • 
v on p refer.” 
In addition to the. 
'abov e we will p ay lor one-half o f; 
the .serv ice of an exp ert who shall ^ 
hav e authority to make all contracts ^ 
and thoroughly examine the p lant, 
when in op eration for a p eriod ot ^ 
two months.
